by leoking inro the Indexes of Books to find 
fomething againft evil Minifters, ‘Thus has he 





dealt with the Roman and Englif Hiftory ; and} 


now he is retailing Cato’s Letters, where he finds 
a Mag:zine of warm Ideas, and much warmer 
Words, which, at eandum, he flings at the Heads 
of the prefene Miniflry ; and chen faye, Thus 
have I undeniably f'ewn the Concurrence ef CATO 
AND Me inall Poirts; that is, becaufe Cato 
was fometimes abvufive, and Mr. D'Anvers always 
abufive, therefore there is a Concurrence of Caro 
and him in all Points. Hz quotes the moft pai- 
fienate indecent Paragrephs in Cato’s Letters, and 
then trumphancly fays, Have mot I egual’d Cato 
in Scurvility and Billingfeate ? Wich ali my Heart : 
This fhail be allow’d, chat rhe beft of Mr. D’An 
versa. Writings almoft equal the worft Parr of 
Cat,’s; almoft, I fay, for Cato ourdors him even 
in the Art cf Railing at great Men; he cusfes with 


Dignity. However, I think Mr. D’Anvers is ar- 
nved at Honour encugh ; and he may now fay 
with Cefar, I have liv'd to a Fulnefs of Age and 
Glory ; for the b-/? ot my Writings alwolt equal 
tke wor/? of Cato’s. And this is all that he has 
prov'd in his Jong Craft/man of feven Columns 
Bur we will prove, in a quarter of the Room, 
that there is no orher Agreement than what we 
have mentioned berween Cato’s Wrivings and Mr. 
D'Anverss, for the Occafion of the Writings are 
not the fame, nor the Hritings themf.lves. Me. 
D'Anvers, who is a mere Iotane and Novice in 
Reafoning, imagines, thar, becaufe Cato wrote 
againft cormape and wicked Minifters, and he 
writes againit comrupt and wicked Minifers, 


Nor at all, for the Occofioms and Caufes mutt be 
the fame ; the Men in Power, at this Time, mok 
do as wicked and unjuftifiable Things as che 


of Cato’s Writing ; and every Man is fatished, 
that had noc the Sowth-Sea Scheme produced 
thofe difinal and tragicel Effe&s, not ong of thofe 
Papers would ever have feen the Light. There 
wes, at that Time, monftrous and prodig‘ous 
Wickednefs. ‘The People indeed were to blame, 
as they alw-ys are, when they run into Gaming, 
and put Fortunes to HUzzard at once, which were 
Ret by them or theie Foretathers, with much 
Anxiety, and peat Care and Trouble: But the 
Trap was laid for chem ; {ome Gentlemen in Power 
led the poor foliowing implicir Crowd, fond of 
being rich ot once, bke Sheep to the Slaughter ; 
aid he Avin of Ihoufands of Families, befives 
"he Introduction of Luxury, was the Confequence 
of this iniquitous Proy&. ‘This made Cato jp fly 
t, 
wnom Me D'Anvers always aims at, was not 
in this Scheme, nor had any thin: to do with 
the Canfes of it. He came into Power, indeed, 
whea all Things were in Confufion; he endea- 
voured to bring Oxdee out of this Confufion, 
and got Matters fertled in Parliament in fuch a 
Manner as feem'd beft upon the Whole. It was 
impcflible, as Things were blended and complicated, 
thar equal and impartial gufice fhould be done 
to every Suftcrer. If Mens Heads were cut off, 
the Parliament could not put them on again ; 








nor could they, with all their Power, give Ven 
thofe iftares which they had foolifhly fquander’d 
away. There are Hundreds of Perfons in che 
Kingdom of the beft Senfe, and wirhour che

‘They 
call’d him the skreen; and, in the Heat of their 
Paflions, Refentments, and perhaps Leffes, (which 
Men of OEconomy moft te:ribly teei) faid a 
Thoufand illenarur’d Things ; and, when their 
Hand was in, tho" there was only this Foil then 
inthe Kingdom, mutter’d up a waft Number of 
others: And, D'Anvers-like, roar'd out, Oppreffions 
, 4nd Mifcarriages ; wild and experfive Expeditions ; 
outragious Taxes , Increafe of Publick Debts ; Stand 
ing Av.ities ; Private Men's raifing RMates; Bribery 
and Corruption. S&c. And tnis will all Men do, 
who write againit Courts; they will fay more of 
thefe Evils than is true, as Men who wrire for 
them, will often fay b/s than istrue. Writers 
againft Courts, will not only reckon up the real 
Evils of a Government, but will rsife imaginary 
ones, They will, rather than want them, create 
Evils: They'll not only attack the Iils caus'd by 
a Minifiry; but mufer up, and put in Bartle 

Array, all thofe Evils which cleave to add limes, 
and all Minifiries, and which will never be rooted 
out, for Infance, Correption. Will Corruption 
ever ceafe? Or, can Laws hinderit? Wall chese 
not be always Taxes ? “Tis only purring the Word 
Outrasions tothem, and crying aloud, omtracions 
Taxes! and the Bufinefs is done. Won't Men in 
preat Power, pet preat Eflates? And won't there 

b- always fome publick Mifcarriazes and Errors ? 
And fome Things which Reafm can’t alwsys 
jutifvy. Are Miners intallible?) Are they nor 

Men? And fhou’d nor we fuppofe them ro err, 
now and then, im publick Life, 2s well as our 
felves in private Life? Bur the Way ot thefe Bel. 
lowers againtt Minittries, is to raife meer Mifakes 
into Crimes; and Errors of no Moment, into a 
Defien to overturn che Conftiturion, and deftroy 

Liberty. 

But fuppofe the M-———-r whom Mr. D'Anvers 
ufes in fo fcurrilous Manner, was the very Pesfon 
call’d the Skreen ; and that the Good Nature and 
Humanity of this Gentleman, held his Hand trom 
a vigorous Execution of Juftice: Suppofe Things 
weie not fo well adjufted as they might have 
been: What’sthis 10 Mr, D'Anvers ? This, indeed, 
would juftify Cato’s Writing at that Time ; but will 
by no means, justify Mr. D'Anvers’s Writing now. 
His Argument lies hee, (prey mind it,) * ‘The 
‘ \j——r, tem Tears ago, did not punith fome 
“Crimes equsl to their Deferts ; Therefore, Mr. 
“ PD’ Anvers may wri'e againft him five Tears after ;

“ he has not been able to prove One Crime ; or 
produce One Aion injurious to the Publick ;* 
Cato might have Reafon to write, D Anvers can 
have none ; hecaufe no publick Ills are commutted : 
Nor are there any Evils in che K ngdom, bur 
what the beft Governments in the World will be 
eterna'ly fubjedt to. So thar ‘tis true, That Cato’s |. 
Reafoning againft weak and ewicked Minifiers cannct 
be employ'd againft the prefent Minifiry : Nor, in any 
Manner relate to them, as Minifters fince the Cratti- 
man was pubhifi'd. ; 

Thus far, as to #?> Occafion of Cato’s and Mr. 
D'Anvers’s Writing Come we now, (as our Li- 
cens'd Orators have it) to the fecond general head. ;
